director. Previously, he had worked for McKinsey and Company, management consultants. 

Mr. Rankin is a director of The BF Goodrich Company, Reliance Electric Company, 
The Standard Products Company, The Vanguard Group, and the Greater Cleveland Growth 
Association. He is a trustee of the Holden Arboretum, University Hospitals of Cleveland, 
University Circle Inc., The Musical Arts Association, and Cleveland Tomorrow.
